General FU Tooeyi gave his Kalgan epeech in a festive atwosphore at the opsra 
house to an audience composed cf twa rows of correspondents snd a pus dauknons 
militery group of Chinese. 


After desoribing the extensive fortifications of the Communista around Chining , 
iaohushan, and Tiehchunshan, General FU stated that the Netioualist victory was 
not because of supsrier troops and equipment. "The decisive factor is the 
psople’s will, Hence our victory is the victory of our people. The Communists 
have failed because | their policiss have been directed toward stirring up 
confusion and strife while all our people have bean Graving for poace and ars 
etill craving for it; their eine have diametrically run contrary to the will of 
the people.”
